100,000-mile, 18-year search for 
his father's killer came to an- 
other temporary dead end today 
when the second degree murder 
trial of Grover Jones ended in 
a mistrial. 


Judge John A. Mitchell de- 


clared the mistrial at the state's 
request on grounds that two 
.character witnesses for the 55- 
year-old Indianapolis handyman 
were related to members of the 
jury. 


He did not announce plans for 


a new trial immediately. 


In his motion, Dist. Atty. Gen. 


Baxter Key Jr. said Mrs. Eldon 
Long is a sister of juror Robert 
Jackson, and Lester Brown is a 
brother-in-law to Juror Eula 
Copass. 


The case presented to the all- 


male jury in the three-day trial 
was based on the work of Wel- 
by Lee, 51, Tonipkinsville, Ky., 
son of Newt Lee, 64, who was 
struck down by a car Dec. 31, 
1944. 


The jury received the case 


late Wednesday. It was unable 
to reach a verdict in an hour of 
deliberating, and was instruct- 
ed by the judge to "work on it" 
overnight. The mistrial motion 
came when it returned today. 


Welby Lee testified that he 


eliminated 18 suspects before 
centering his amateur sleuthing 
efforts on Jones in January, 


he confronted 
evidence three 


times before presenting it to a 
grand jury. 


As he did to Lee in person, 


Jones denied he was the driver, 
said he had never seen the elder 
Lee and wasn't even in Tennes- 
se ;when he was killed. 


His divorced wife, who for- 


merly lived in this Cumberland 
mountain country, backed up 
his testimony. Jones blamed his 
indictment on trouble with his 
in-lawls,' &hfr had told Lee thai 
Jones was the driver.

Foremost Film

NEW YORK (AP) — Small 


actions sometimes lead to great 
results in life. 


A letter to Winston Churchill 


that cost 15 cents in postage 
started producer Jack Le Vien 
on his path to becoming one of 
the foremost film biographers of 
the day. 


As a young Allied press officer 


in World War II, Jack had met 
Sir Winston during the prime 
minister's visit to the combat 
fronts. 


In 1957, as editor of a movie 


news concern 
which he felt 


would soon go out of business. 
Le Vien decided it was time for 
a change of careers. He con- 
ceived the idea of a television 
series, a dramatic wartime nar- 
rative centered around Church- 
ill. 


"My friends all told me I was 


crazy," recalled Jack. "They 
said all the big studios would 
be way ahead of me. that Sir 
Winston wouldn't fool around 
with anyone as obscure in the 
field as I was. 


"But I was stubborn. I didn't 


have enough money to fly to 
England and present my idea 
in person to Churchill, so I sat 
down and wrote him a one-page 
letter outlining it. I figured busy 
people won't read more than a 
page. The letter cost me 15 
cents in postage." 


Churchill replied courteously. 


After two years of discussion by 
mail, the former British prime 
minister met Jack during a visit 
here and they signed a contract. 


"Sir, why did you choose me

who 


prowled through a million feet 
of film in old archives for some 
of his material, much of it never 
shown before. 
As a result of some 40 meet- 
ings with Churchill, who will be 
90 years old this month, Le 
Vien has fallen willing victim

charm. 


"He 
never 
haggles 
about 


terms," Jack said. 


"His humanness, his 'sweet- 


ness, his sentiment — these are 
the things that impress me mot 
about Sir Winton. 


"Without doubt he's the kind- 


est — and biggest — human 
being I've ever met, and he has 
no fear whatsoever of showing 
his emotions. 


"You 
know, he's been married 


more than 54 yars, but he never 
sits down at the table without 
first toasting his wife." 


As the result of his success

the Churchill ventures, 


Jack also is producing a film on 
the life of the Duke of Windsor 
which the duke will help narrate 
himself.

One Problem 
Has Puzzled 
Scientists 


By RALPH DIOHTON 


LOS 
ANGELES (AP) - 


Scientists are becoming increas- 
ingly concerned about a little- 
publicized problem that must be 
solved before groups of men can 
stay more than a few days in 
space. 


The problem is what to do 


with the hundreds of contami 
nants from men and machinery 
that can pollute air in space 
ships. 


In tests in tightly closed 


chambers on the ground these 
contaminants have caused pain- 
ful skin rash, violent nausea and 
impaired mental performance. 
On long trips they could accu- 
mulate in amounts that would 
prove fatal. 


Millions of dollars have been 


spent by industry and govern- 
ment agencies in an effort to 
identify and filter out these 
pollutants. The most ambitious 
project so far is a $1.5-million 
facility in the Aerospace Medi- 
cal Research Laboratories at 
Wright-Patterson 
Air 
Force 


Base, Ohio, where four glass- 
walled domes have been erected 
to study men under simulated 
space cabin conditions. 


No results 
have been re- 


leased, but enough is .known to 
show that the problem of foul 
air in space cabins is serious. 


One of the top scientists in 


this research is Dr. Thomas B. 
Weber, formerly with the Aeros 
pace Medical Center at Brooks 
Air Force Base, Tex., and now 
manager of advanced research 
for space engineering at Beck- 
man Instruments, Inc., Fuller- 
ton, Calif. 


Weber says all space-cabin 


simulation experiments so far 
have had to be called off within 
a few days because of accumu- 
lation of toxic elements in the 
closed atmospheres. 


"This may be the reason Rus- 


sia's recent three-man space 
flight, which was expected to 
ast several days, ended after 
nly 24 hours," Weber said in an 
nterview. "Monitoring systems 
may have shown a buildup of 
ontaminants and caused early 
ancellation. 
"Unless an answer is found 
lis is a definite tread to our 
wn plans for a manned orbiting 
aboratory and it could delay 
he Apollo program to land men 
n the moon."

fy more than 400 contaminants 
iven off by the- human body 
nd :by space-cabin equipment.

, The amendment will permit 
registration up to 20 days be- 
fore any election. This is an im- 
provement over the poll tax 
system because, in some in- 
stances, a person had to pay 
the poll tax almost a year in 
advance of an election or he 
couldn't qualify. 


Persons who had not paid the 


tax couldn't vote, even though 
they may have developed a con- 
suming interest in the few 
weeks before the election. 


The amendment gives the 


state Board of Election Com 
missioners authority to promul 
gate regulations for conducting 
registration and to draw up the 
necessary forms. 


• The various county election 
commissions are designated as 
the county boards of registra- 
tion and are charged with over- 
seeing registration at the coun- 
ty level. 


The amendment is self-initiat-

flowing down coastal canyons 
from interior desert regions — 
the "devil winds" of California 
lore. 


The fire strips hills and moun- 


tainsides of their protective cov- 
ering of water-retaining brush 
and grass.

as it did Monday, water, bould- 
ers, tree lifnbs and mud come 
p o u r i n g down on helpless 
h o m e s, sweeping cars and 
sometimes people to destruc- 
tion.

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Republican 
Self-analysis 
Continues

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Republican party's self-analysis 
continued today with twin calls 
for a sort of "collective leader- 
ship" group to guide GOP for- 
tunes. 


Rep. Melvin R, Laird of Wis- 


consin and Gov. Robert E. Smy- 
lie of Idaho advanced the idea 
of a temporary party agency 
while Sen. Hugh Scott of Penn- 
sylvania urged an immediate 
and independent audit of the 
national committee's campaign 
treasury. 


The 
description 
"collective 


leadership" was provided by 
Laird, a prominent House Re- 
publican who was chairman of 
the platform committee at the 
party's national convention. He 
said a broad-based group is 
needed "to fill the vacuum of 
leadership" and to work toward 
"rebuilding of the party." 


"This is no time to hunt for 


scapcgoals, no time to indulge 
in intraparty bickering, no time 
to pursue personal ambition," 
he said in a statement. "Above 
all this is no time for anybody to 
read anybody else out of the 
Republican party." 


Laird 
said 
the 
leadership 


group should include: 


"Representatives of the Re- 


publican members of the Con- 
gress, 
Republican governors, 


other Republican 
officeholders 


at the state and local level, Re- 
publican 
National 
Committee 


members, Republican state and 
county chairmen, as well as Re- 
publicans from private life in 
various fields of endeavor." 


Similarly, Smylie, president 


of 
the Republican Governors 


Association, suggested Tuesday 
creation of an agency "some- 
where between a formal con- 
vention and a continuous coun- 
cil" to keep the party platform 
up to dale. 


The governor, who already 


has demanded that National 
Chairman Dean Burch resign, 
said the leadership group should 
include Republicans in and out 
of office. He suggested former 
President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisen- 


hower; Sen. Thruston B. Morton 
of Kentucky, a former GOP na- 
tional chairman; Senate Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, 
and House Leader Charles A. 
Halleck of Indiana be included 
in the group's membership. 


Scott told a news conference 


in Philadelphia that "Southern 
scalawags" and "hard-core rad- 
ical right" elements in the par- 
ty's leadership must be purged. 


A former party chairman who 


generally supports liberal legis- 
lation, Scott won re-election to 
the Senate last week by 42,000 
voles. Absentee ballots still are 
to be counted. 


Citing reports that the party 


may end up with a national 
campaign surplus of $1.2 mil- 
lion, he said such a treasury 
would be "intended to keep the 
radical right in control of the 
Republican party." 


"These people apparently an- 


ticipated the defeat of Barry 
Goldwater and William E. Mill- 
er and hoarded this money," he 
said.
